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The Texas Board of Nursing (Board) 
launched the new licensure nurse 
portal or Optimal Regulatory Board 
System (ORBS) on June 15, 2020.  
Since the date of implementa-
tion, the Board has recorded over 
412,000 users creating a portal 
account; over 458,000 license ap-
plications initiated; up to 420,000 
license applications completed; 
and has automatically renewed 
almost 425,000 licenses online.  

Texas Nurse Portal: More Than 400,000 Nurses 
Have Created Portal Accounts Since 2020 Launch  

Although close to being paper-
less, the Board still receives some 
paper documents from out-of-state 
and international applicants.   It is 
anticipated that by the end of the 
coming fiscal year in August 2022, 
the Board will receive all payments 
online and will be able to elimi-
nate the need for any customer to 
mail checks for fines, new school 
applications, lists, and/or copies of 
documents.

Fee Reduction in 2022
On October 21, 2021, the Texas Board of 
Nursing voted to reduce the fee charged 
to students taking the NLCEX examina-
tion by $25.   The total fee charged to 
student applicants will drop from $100 to 
$75 and is anticipated to be effective in 
early 2022.

The Texas Board of Nursing will 
be moving to a new location in 
2022.  

Further information on the date 
of the move and the new loca-
tion will be provided at a later 
date.  
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DSHS Sponsored Infection Prevention 
Training Courses

The Texas Department of State Health Services (DSHS) is collaborating with the Cen-
ters for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) to promote infection control training 
for all frontline workers across various healthcare settings. Due to the high rate of 
infections and increased need for infection prevention, the CDC is currently offering 
quick, easy, and free online training to frontline workers. To view the CDC Project 
Firstline Trainings, visit:  https://www.cdc.gov/infectioncontrol/projectfirstline/
resources.html?CDC_AA_refVal=https%3A%2F%2Fwww.cdc.gov%2Finfectioncon-
trol%2Fprojectfirstline%2Ftraining%2Findex.html. 

DSHS recommends that all frontline workers in Texas are provided with information 
on CDC Firstline training modules. Many of the Infection Prevention training videos 
can be incorporated into annual Infection Prevention trainings (most videos are only 
about three minutes long).

As an added incentive, healthcare facilities and public health jurisdictions with the 
most healthcare worker participation (based on training completion rates) will be 
invited to send an individual to one of the free DSHS sponsored Infection Preven-
tion Trainings. An Introduction to Infection Prevention Course geared toward new 
infection preventionists will be offered on February 10-11, 2022.  A CDC Preparatory 
course geared toward experienced infection preventionists and CDC exam scholar-
ships will be offered March 10-11, 2022. These courses will be provided to facilities 
with individuals who have completed the most trainings or one spot will be awarded 
to facilities that have the most healthcare workers complete at least one training.

In the October 15, 2021, edition of the Texas 
Register: 

The Board of Nursing (BON or Board) 
published its notice to review the follow-
ing chapters pursuant to its adopted Rule 
Review Plan:  Chapter 227. Pilot Programs 
for Innovative Applications to Vocational 
and Professional Nursing Education, §§227.1 
-227.4

The Board did not receive any public com-
ments on the above rules. The BON has com-
pleted its review and has determined that 
the reasons for originally adopting the above 
rules continue to exist. The rules were also 
reviewed to determine whether they were 
obsolete, whether they reflected current 
legal and policy considerations and current 
procedures and practices of the Board, 
and whether they were in compliance with 
Texas Government Code Chapter 2001 (Texas 
Administrative Procedure Act). The BON 
found that the rules are not obsolete, reflect 
current legal and policy considerations, 
current procedures and practices of the 
Board, and that the rules are in compliance 
with the Texas Administrative Procedure Act.  
The Board readopted the rules in Chapter 
227 without changes, pursuant to the Texas 
Government Code §2001.039 and Texas Oc-
cupations Code §301.151, which authorizes 
the BON to adopt, enforce, and repeal rules 
consistent with its legislative authority under 
the Nursing Practice Act. 

In the November 19, 2021, edition of the 
Texas Register: 

The BON adopted amendments to §213.28, 
relating to Licensure of Individuals with 
Criminal History, without changes to the 
proposed text as published in the September 
10, 2021, edition of the Texas Register (46 
TexReg 5724).  The amendments were adopt-
ed under the authority of the Occupations 

Code §301.151 and House Bills (HB) 375 and 
757, both enacted during the 87th Legislative 
Session and both effective September 1, 2021. 
HB 375 amends the existing criminal offense 
found in the Texas Penal Code §21.02, Contin-
uous Sexual Abuse of Young Child or Children, 
to include disabled individuals. This offense 
is currently specified in the enumerated list 
of crimes in the Occupations Code §301.4535 
that mandates licensure revocation and denial 
and is included in the Board’s Disciplinary 
Guidelines for Criminal Conduct (Guidelines). 
The adopted amendments to the Guidelines, 
located at §213.28(c), amend the title of this 
criminal offense for consistency with the statu-
tory change made by HB 375.

HB 757 prohibits a licensing agency from de-
nying, suspending, or revoking a license based 
upon a deferred adjudication that has been 
successfully completed and dismissed, except 
in certain, specified circumstances. Under the 
terms of the bill, a successfully completed 
deferred adjudication may be considered by 
a licensing agency when issuing, renewing, 
denying, or revoking a license if the offense is 
listed in the Texas Code of Criminal Procedure 
Article 42A.054(a); is described by the Texas 
Code of Criminal Procedure Article 62.001(5) 
or (6); is committed under Texas Penal Code 
Chapter 21 or 43; or is related to the activity 
or conduct for which the individual seeks or 
holds the license. Further, an agency may also 
consider a completed deferred adjudication if 
the profession for which the individual holds 
or seeks a license involves direct contact with 
children in the normal course of official duties 
or duties for which the license is required.  
The adopted amendments to §213.28 are 
necessary for consistency with these statutory 
directives.  Amendments to §213.28 were 
effective November 24, 2021.

The Board also adopted amendments to 22 
Texas Administrative Code §213.33, relating to 

Factors Considered for Imposition of Penal-
ties/Sanctions, without changes to the pro-
posed text published in the September 10, 
2021, edition of the Texas Register (46 TexReg 
5726).  The amendments were adopted 
under the authority of the Occupations Code 
§301.151 and HB 1434, effective September 
1, 2021. HB 1434, enacted during the 87th 
Legislative Session, created a new disci-
plinary cause of action for practitioners who 
conduct pelvic examinations on unconscious 
or anesthetized patients without proper 
informed consent, where the procedure is 
not within the standard scope of a scheduled 
procedure or diagnostic examination, where 
the examination is not necessary for the diag-
nosis or treatment of the patient’s medical 
condition, or where the examination is not 
for the purpose of collecting evidence. The 
new disciplinary cause of action is located 
in the Occupations Code §301.452(b)(13). 
Amendments to the Board’s Disciplinary Ma-
trix (Matrix) were necessary for consistency 
with this statutory change.  Amendments to 
§213.33 were effective November 23, 2021.

The BON also adopted amendments to 
22 Texas Administrative Code §214.4 and 
§215.4, relating to Approval, without 
changes to the proposed text published in 
the September 10, 2021, edition of the Texas 
Register (46 TexReg 5728).  HB 2426, enacted 
by the 80th Legislature, required the Board 
to identify national nursing accreditation 
agencies recognized by the United States 
Department of Education with standards 
equivalent to the Board’s ongoing approval 
standards. To implement the requirements of 
HB 2426, the Board conducted a comprehen-
sive comparative review of national accred-
itation standards and identified two accred-
itation agencies with equivalent standards: 
the Accreditation Commission for Education 
in Nursing (ACEN) and the Commission on 
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The advanced practice registered 
nurse’s (APRN’s) scope of prac-
tice is addressed inTexas Board 
of Nursing  Rule 221.12. This rule 
states that the APRN’s scope of 
practice is based upon advanced 
practice nursing educational 
preparation, continued advanced 
practice experience, and the 
accepted scope of professional 
practice of the particular special-
ty area. The Core Standards for 
Advanced Practice found in Board 
Rule 221.13 further clarify that 
advanced practice nurses must 
function within the advanced role 
and population focus area/special-
ty appropriate to their educational 
preparation. 

APRN programs for certain pop-
ulation foci provide education 
relating to the provision of care 
to patients within a particular age 
range. The Board has never set a 
specific lower or upper age limit 
for APRNs licensed within neona-
tal, pediatric, or adult-gerontology 
population foci. The age limitations 
for such providers depend on the 
specific APRN education program 
they attended. For example, 
adult-gerontology nurse practi-

tioner (AGNP) education generally 
includes formal preparation for the 
provision of care to patients across 
the adult lifespan. It does not 
generally include content related 
to the care of children. However, it 
should be noted that most AGNP 
programs include content related 
to adolescents. It is possible that 
one AGNP program prepares nurse 

practitioners to see patients that 
are age 21 and older and another 
AGNP program prepares nurse 
practitioners to provide care to 
patients that are 13 and older. The 
lower end of the age range varies 
depending on the specific AGNP 
program attended. This informa-
tion should be available from the 
director of the program attended 
by the APRN.

Although APRNs may have expe-
rience working with a particular 
subset of patients as a registered 
nurse, experiences gained as a reg-
istered nurse are not considered 
equivalent to, nor may they be 
accepted in lieu of, formal edu-

cational preparation in a specific 
advanced practice role and pop-
ulation focus area/specialty. If an 
APRN wishes to provide advanced 
practice nursing care to patients 
outside their population foci of ed-
ucation and licensure they would 
need to complete additional formal 
education and obtain licensure as 
an APRN within the desired APRN 

role and/or population 
focus. Otherwise, an APRN 
may only participate in the 
care of such a patient, to 
the extent they are capable, 
within the scope of an RN.

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Policy Statement: Dissemination of Non-scientific and Misleading COVID-19 
Information by Nurses

Purpose
To address the misinformation being disseminated about COVID-19 by nurses.

For the purposes of this statement, misinformation is defined as distorted facts, inaccurate or misleading information 
not grounded in the peer-reviewed scientific literature and counter to information being disseminated by the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) and the Food and Drug Administration (FDA).

Statement
Nurses are expected to be “prepared to practice from an evidence base; promote safe, quality patient care; use clinical/
critical reasoning to address simple to complex situations; assume accountability for one’s own and delegated nursing 
care” (AACN, 2021). 

SARS-CoV-2 is a potentially deadly virus. Providing misinformation to the public regarding masking, vaccines, 
medications and/or COVID-19 threatens public health. Misinformation, which is not grounded in science and is not 
supported by the CDC and FDA, can lead to illness, possibly death, and may prolong the pandemic. It is an expectation of 
the U.S. boards of nursing, the profession, and the public that nurses uphold the truth, the principles of the Code of Ethics 
for Nurses (ANA, 2015) and highest scientific standards when disseminating information about COVID-19 or any other 
health-related condition or situation.

When identifying themselves by their profession, nurses are professionally accountable for the information they provide 
to the public. Any nurse who violates their state nurse practice act or threatens the health and safety of the public 
through the dissemination of misleading or incorrect information pertaining to COVID-19, vaccines and associated 
treatment through verbal or written methods including social media may be disciplined by their board of nursing. Nurses 
are urged to recognize that dissemination of misinformation not only jeopardizes the health and well-being of the public, 
but may place their license and career in jeopardy as well.

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Question:  Are advanced prac-
tice registered nurses (APRNs) 
authorized to order or prescribe 
monoclonal antibody infusions for 
the treatment of COVID-19? Is this 
considered off-label use and 
prohibited by Texas Board of 
Nursing (Board) Rule?

Response:  Off-label drug use 
is commonly considered to be 
the ordering or prescribing of 
a drug for an indication that 
differs from the indication for 
which the drug is approved by 
the US Food and Drug Admin-
istration (FDA). Off-label use 
can also refer to the use of 
a drug in a different dosage 
or different form than was 
approved by the FDA or for a 
different patient population 
(Wittich et al., 2012). Board Rules 
do not prohibit ordering and pre-
scribing drugs off-label provided 
the decision to prescribe that drug 
is supported by evidence based 
research and is within the current 
standard of care for treatment of 
the disease or condition. Off-label 
prescribing by APRNs is specifically 
addressed in Board Rule 222.4(f). 

With regard to the question about 
APRNs ordering or prescribing 
monoclonal antibodies for the 
treatment of COVID-19, it is nec-
essary to consider that there are 
monoclonal antibody products 
that have emergency use authori-
zation from the FDA. Information 
regarding these products may be 
further reviewed in the discus-
sion from the National Institutes 
of Health (NIH)(2021). While 
the information provided by the 

NIH is clear that emergency use 
authorization is not the same as 
full FDA approval, it is also clear 
that the FDA has acknowledged 
the benefit of certain monoclonal 

antibody products and authorized 
their use for treating COVID-19 
in certain situations based on the 
evidence thus far. Given the emer-
gency use authorization and the 
current standards for treatment of 
COVID-19 from the NIH and Infec-
tious Diseases Society of America, 
it is reasonable to consider that 
this is the intended use of these 
monoclonal antibodies. Therefore, 
the use of monoclonal antibodies 
with emergency use authorization  
for the treatment of COVID-19 is 
not viewed in the same way as 
the off-label use of FDA approved 
drugs.

An APRN may order or prescribe 
monoclonal antibody treatments 
that have received emergency use 
authorization for COVID-19 pa-
tients when it is within the current 
standard of care to do so provided 

APRN Practice Question 
and Answer

Monoclonal Antibody Infusions for the
 Treatment of COVID-19

Monoclonal antibodies are labo-
ratory-produced molecules that 
act as substitute antibodies that 
can restore, enhance or mimic 
the immune system's attack on 
cells. Monoclonal antibodies for 
COVID-19 may block the virus that 
causes COVID-19 from attaching to 
human cells, making it more diffi-
cult for the virus to reproduce and 
cause harm. Monoclonal antibod-
ies may also neutralize a virus.

it is within the scope of the role 
and population focus for which 
the APRN has been licensed. The 
APRN must have the appropriate 
physician delegation [see Board 
Rule 221.13(d)] and prescriptive 
authority agreement (Board Rule 
222.5) or facility-based protocol 
(Board Rule 222.6) in place prior to 
engaging in this practice. 

It is important to recognize that 
the standard of care for the treat-
ment of COVID-19 is changing rap-
idly as research and clinical trials 
continue to reveal new information 
about this virus, its variants, and its 
responses to pharmacological ther-
apies and treatments. Thus, it is 
important to emphasize that each 
APRN has a duty to ensure that the 
drugs and treatments ordered or 
prescribed are within the current 
standard of care.

The Texas Center for Nursing Work-
force Studies (TCNWS)

The Texas Center for Nursing Work-
force Studies (TCNWS), established in 
2004, was created in response to the 
passage of House Bill 3126 from the 
78th Regular Legislative Session. Under 
the guidance of a 21-member nurs-
ing advisory committee, the nursing 
workforce center was created to col-
lect, analyze, and publish data on the 
nursing workforce in Texas. 

Mission: To develop and main-
tain a statewide system that 
serves stakeholders by describing 
and forecasting the supply and 
demand of the changing nursing 
workforce in Texas. 

Vision: Quality healthcare for all 
Texans through an optimal nurs-
ing workforce based on reliable, 
valid, and useful data.

TCNWS Advisory Committee

The TCNWS is guided by a 21-mem-
ber nursing advisory committee. This 
committee is comprised of nurses, 
educators of nurses, and employers 
of nurses as well as representatives 
from associations that represent these 
groups; a representative from the 
Board of Nursing; two nurse research-
ers; and a consumer member.

The advisory committee is statutorily 
required to review policy matters on 
the collection of data and reports 
produced by the TCNWS, develop 
priorities and an operations plan for 
the TCNWS, and review reports and 
information before dissemination.

The nursing advisory committee over-

TCNWS Projects and Activities

The TCNWS is part of the Center for 
Health Statistics at the Department 
of State Health Services. This team, 
comprised of five researchers, is re-
sponsible for collecting, analyzing, and 
reporting data from a variety of nurs-
ing workforce projects, disseminating 
data to varied audiences, and provid-
ing custom data reports and technical 
consultation to stakeholders.

Nursing Education Data

In collaboration with the Texas Board 
of Nursing (Board), the Nursing Edu-
cation Program Information Survey 
(NEPIS) is collected every October and 
serves as an official source for nursing 
education data, including:  program 
admissions, enrollment, and gradu-
ation numbers; faculty numbers and 
demographics; student demographics; 
and program characteristics. 2021 
nursing education data will be pub-
lished in March 2022.

Nurse Staffing Data

Every two years, the TCNWS conducts 
nurse staffing surveys of hospitals, 
long term care nursing facilities, home 
health and hospice agencies, and 
governmental public health agencies. 
Through these surveys, data are col-
lected on staffing numbers, hours and 
costs of methods of interim staffing, 
length of time to fill positions, and 
recruitment and retention strategies, 
as well as other setting specific topics. 
These data are used to calculate 

vacancy and turnover rates in these 
settings and to get a pulse on labor 
market demand for nurses across the 
state. The next round of nurse staffing 
surveys will be disseminated in Spring 
2022 and results published in October 
2022.

Supply and Demand Projections

Supply and demand projections for 
licensed vocational nurses, registered 
nurses, and advanced practice regis-
tered nurses are also made available 
by the TCNWS. Using the Health 
Workforce Simulation Model and the 
Healthcare Demand Microsimulation 
Model also used by the Health Re-
sources and Services Administration, 
projections were developed using 
state-level data inputs. The most 
recent projections available are based 
on 2018 baseline data and go through 
2030.

Workforce Demographics

The TCNWS also analyzes and reports 
on demographics and trends of the 
nursing workforce based on data gath-
ered from the Board licensure renewal 
process which includes gender, race, 
and practice information for all nurses 
in Texas. Demographic data is current-
ly available through the year 2019.

Workplace Violence

Through an individual nurse survey 
and a survey of employers of nurses, 
the TCNWS has reported on the prev-
alence of workplace violence incidents 
among nurses in Texas and on the pol-
icies and programs used by employers 
to prevent workplace violence against 
their nursing staff. These two surveys 
will be conducted again in 2022.

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In 2018 the Workplace Violence 
Against Nurses Grant Program was 
established to fund innovative ap-
proaches to preventing violence 
against nurses in hospitals, nursing 
facilities, home health agencies, and 
freestanding emergency medical 
centers.  

Data Dissemination

The TCNWS is dedicated to dissemi-
nating nursing workforce data through 
as many channels as possible.

Thematical data fact sheets summa-
rizing the results from surveys are 
published after the completion of 
each project. Brochures highlighting 
the most salient findings and policy 
recommendations from each project 
are also developed. The TCNWS has 
begun creating interactive dashboards 
to make data more readily available to 
stakeholders. 

The TCNWS also shares data with 
stakeholders by providing custom data 
tables and reports, presenting at con-
ferences and workshops, and sponsor-
ing exhibit tables at conferences and 

meetings to share information about 
the Center, the advisory committee, 
and the nursing workforce in Texas.

Additionally, the TCNWS participates 
as a member of the National Forum 
of State Nursing Workforce Centers, 
sharing nursing workforce data, infor-
mation, and best practices with other 
nursing workforce centers across the 
country.

What the TCNWS Can Do for You

All data collected by the nursing 
workforce center is available to the 
public. All data and analyses con-
tained within reports accessed on 
the TCNWS website can be produced 
at a sub-state and even sub-regional 
level by request. We are happy to 
consult on available data as well as on 
research and analysis. Staff are also 
always available to present at your 
next meeting or conference on data 
collected and reported by the TCNWS.

Under the guidance of the TCNWS ad-
visory committee and in collaboration 
with our partners and stakeholders, 
we are committed to collecting and 

disseminating data that could lead 
to a stronger nursing workforce and 
ultimately a healthier Texas.

It is unfortunate, but a reality ex-
ists that the Texas Board of Nursing 
(Board) receives complaints of individ-
uals who misrepresent themselves as 
licensed nurses to employers in Texas.  
Even more unfortunate, is that on oc-
casion these individuals are hired and 
begin practicing before an attempt 
to verify the individual’s licensure.  
Examples of these instances are well 
documented in previous issues of the 
Texas Board of Nursing Bulletin.

Employers have a significant role in 
protecting the public by ensuring that 
any individual offered a position of 
employment as a nurse is licensed 
and/or holds a privilege to practice in 
the jurisdiction where the patient care 

takes place.  Today, licensure verifica-
tion can easily be accomplished online 
through the Board Nurse Portal at: 
https://txbn.boardsofnursing.org/
licenselookup, as well as through the 
QuickConfirm License Verification 
on the Nursys® website at:   https://
www.nursys.com/LQC/LQCTerms.
aspx. Both of these methods of verify-
ing licensure are considered primary 
sources of licensure verification.  It 
should be additionally noted, that a 
copy of a paper licensure certificate 
provided to an employer should not 
be accepted for licensure verification 
purposes.  There have been instances 
of individuals attempting to secure 
employment using fraudulent digital 
and paper licensure certificates. 

Finally, the National Council of State 
Boards of Nursing offers a free service 
to all employers and licensees, e-No-
tify®, that is a national nurse licensure 
notification system that automatically 
delivers push notifications of licensure 
and publicly available discipline data.  
Employers who enroll in e-Notify® will 
be automatically notified by e-mail 
of any changes in licensure status of 
the nurses they employ.  Additional-
ly, nurses can enroll individually and 
receive free push notifications with li-
cense renewal reminders.  The Nursys 
e-Notify® service can be accessed at:

How Nurse Employers Can Help Protect 
the Public

Nursys is the only national database 
for verification of nurse licensure, 
discipline and practice privileges for 
RNs, LPN/VNs and APRNs licensed in 
participating jurisdictions, including 
all states in the Nurse Licensure 
Compact (NLC).

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A new study released by the Texas 
Department of State Health Services 
shows that during the month of Sep-
tember, Texans not vaccinated against 
COVID-19 were about 20 times more 
likely to suffer a COVID-19-associated 
death and 13 times more likely to test 
positive than people who were fully 
vaccinated (See Graphs 1 and 2).

An analysis of data from the four-
week period from September 4th 
through October 1st shows that vac-
cination had a strong protective effect 
across all ages. While the impact 
varied across age groups, it was most 
pronounced in younger groups. The 
risk of COVID-19 death was 23 times 
higher in unvaccinated people in their

30s and 55 times higher for people in 
their 40s, compared with their vacci-
nated peers. There were fewer than 
10 COVID-19 deaths among fully vacci-
nated people ages 18 to 29 compared 
with 84 deaths among unvaccinated 
people in the same age group.

The study, which matched electron-
ic lab reports and death certificates 
with state immunization records, is 
the state’s first statistical analysis of 
the real-world impact of vaccination 
against COVID-19 in Texas.

“This analysis quantifies what we’ve 
known for months,” said Chief State 
Epidemiologist Jennifer Shuford, MD. 
“The COVID-19 vaccines are doing 

an excellent job of protecting people 
from getting sick and from dying from 
COVID-19. Vaccination remains the 
best way to keep yourself and the 
people close to you safe from this 
deadly disease.”

Public health researchers focused 
specifically on the September period 
to measure the effect of COVID-19 
vaccination as the more contagious 
Delta variant surged across Texas. A 
summary with a link to the full analy-
sis, including data from a January 15th 
through October 1st period, is avail-
able at: dshs.texas.gov/immunize/
covid19/data/vaccination-status.

Time period: September 4, 2021 – October 1, 2021

From September 4, 2021 to October 1, 2021, unvaccinated 
people were 20 times more likely to experience COVID-19-as-
sociated death than fully vaccinated people. The impact 
generally decreased with age. However, the relatively smaller 
number of deaths among younger age groups made the 
impact estimate less stable and more difficult to interpret. 
Because the total number of deaths among the 12 to 17 age 
group was so small, it was not presented separately.

Graph 2: Overall crude death rate (daily 7-day moving aver-
age) by vaccination status,

January 15, 2021 to October 1, 2021

Time period: September 4, 2021 – October 1, 2021

From September 4, 2021 to October 1, 2021, unvaccinated 
people were 13 times more likely to become infected than 
fully vaccinated people. The impact was similar across most 
age groups. As with the full time period, smaller numbers 
of cases in the 12 to 17 year age group decreased the 
numerator of the incidence rate (fully vaccinated people 
with COVID-19 positive electronic laboratory reports (ELRs) 
per 100,000 fully vaccinated people). This in turn made the 
impact estimate (the ratio of the incidence rates) less stable 
and more difficult to interpret.

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Advanced practice registered nurse 
(APRN) licensure from the Texas 
Board of Nursing (Board) authoriz-
es the license holder to practice in 
a specific advanced practice role 
(such as nurse-midwife or nurse 
practitioner) in a specific popula-
tion focus area (such as neonatal 
or adult/gerontology acute care). 
APRNs are limited to practicing 
only in the role and population fo-
cus area for which they have been 
licensed. However, there are some 
APRNs in Texas who want to prac-
tice in more than one APRN role 
and/or population focus. There is 
a mechanism for APRNs to expand 
their licensure to an additional 
APRN role and/or population focus 
area. 

Board Rule 221.4(a)(10) and (c)(8) 
advises APRNs regarding expanded 
licensure: 

APRN applicants who wish 
to practice in more than one 
role and/or population focus 
area shall complete additional 
education in the desired area(s) 
of licensure in compliance with 
the education requirements set 
forth in this chapter and meet 
all requirements for licensure in 
each additional role or popu-
lation focus area. To apply for 
licensure for more than one 
role and/or population focus 
area, the applicant shall submit 
a separate application and fee 
for each desired role and/or 
population focus area. Addi-
tional licensure is required for 
those licensed APRNs seeking 
to include an additional:

    (A)	 APRN role and population 	
	 focus area;

    (B) 	 Population focus area 	
	 within the same APRN 	
	 role; or

    (C) 	 APRN role within the same 	
	 population focus area.

This language also appears in Rule 
221.4(c)(8) so that applicants for 
licensure by endorsement are 
aware. 

It is important to note that addi-
tional formal education is required 
for an APRN to enter practice in a 
new APRN role and/or population 
focus. Formal education must be 
completed in an accredited gradu-
ate level program at the master’s, 
post-master’s, or doctoral level. 
This requirement is consistent 
with the Licensure, Accreditation, 
Certification, and Education (LACE) 
Statement on APRNs Changing a 
Population or Role (LACE Network, 
2021). Likewise, the APRN must 
obtain national certification in the 
additional role or population focus. 
APRNs seeking to complete addi-
tional education in a different role 
or population focus and faculty 
who teach these students may 
wish to review the LACE Network’s 
statement in greater depth.

APRNs who want to practice in 
more than one APRN role or more 
than one population focus must 
apply for and be granted licensure 
in each APRN role and popula-
tion focus before they can begin 
practicing in the additional area of 
practice. Applications for licensure 
in the additional role and popu-
lation focus must be submitted 
through the Texas Nurse Portal. 
Verification of completion forms 
(also known as Part 2 of the ap-
plication), official transcripts, and 
certification in the additional role 

and/or population focus are re-
quired. Additional documentation 
may be requested if necessary 
to verify an applicant meets all 
requirements for licensure in the 
additional role and population 
focus. Questions regarding these 
requirements may be directed to 
the APRN office at aprn@bon.

APRNs Practicing in More Than One APRN 
Role and/or Population Focus Area

Prescriptive Authority 
Course for APRNs 
Available Online

Texas Board of Nursing (Board or 
BON) staff have updated the online 
course Prescriptive Authority for 
Advanced Practice Registered 
Nurses (APRNs) available within 
the CNE course catalog on the 
Board’s website. Registration for 
the course costs $25. This online 
course provides information on 
the current laws and regulations 
governing prescriptive authority 
in the State of Texas. The course 
is designed to help the learner 
develop a greater understanding 
of delegation of prescriptive 
authority to Texas APRNs and 
requirements that must be met 
for APRNs to be in compliance 
with Texas laws and BON rules. 
The course has been approved for 
1.2 contact hours of Continuing 
Nursing Education which can be 
used towards the five hours of 
pharmacotherapeutics content 
required for APRNs renewing 
prescriptive authority.

The NCSBN is a not-for-profit organiza-
tion whose U.S. members include the 
nursing regulatory bodies in the 50 
states, the District of Columbia, and 
four U.S. territories.  NCSBN empow-
ers and supports nursing regulators in 
their mandate to protect the public.

Collegiate Nursing Education (CCNE). Based 
upon these findings, the Board adopted 
Education Guideline 3.2.4.a, which provided 
guidance to accredited programs regarding 
their exemption from compliance with certain 
Board rules. This guidance was also included 
in Board Rule 214.4. However, the rule did 
not include a specific reference to ACEN or 
CCNE at that time. In October 2012, Board 
Rule 214.4(c)(8) was amended to specifically 
incorporate the title of Education Guideline 
3.2.4.a. into the rule. The title of Education 
Guideline 3.2.4.a specifically referenced the 
names of the Board’s approved national 
nursing accreditation agencies, the ACEN and 
CCNE. These two accreditation agencies have 
remained the only accreditation agencies 
recognized by the Board until recently.  The 
National League for Nursing (NLN) launched 
a third nursing accreditation organization in 
2013, and 115 education programs across 29 
states representing all program types have 
been pre-accredited or accredited by the NLN 
Commission for Nursing Education Accred-
itation (CNEA). On May 25, 2021, the NLN 
CNEA was recognized by the United States 
Department of Education as a fully accred-
iting agency for an initial five-year period. 
At its July 2021 meeting, the Board voted 
to add the NLN CNEA to its list of approved 
accreditation agencies, recognized by the 
United States Department of Education, and 
determined to have standards equivalent to 
the Board’s ongoing approval standards for 
nursing education programs. Due to the ad-
dition of an additional accreditation agency, 
the title of Education Guideline 3.2.4.a was 
also amended to eliminate reference to the 
specific approved accreditation agencies. In-
stead, the title of the guideline was amended 
to refer more generically to Board-approved 
national nursing accreditation agencies.  Ad-
opted amendments to §214.4(c) and §215.4 
were effective November 23, 2021.

The Board also adopted amendments to 
§215.2, relating to Definitions, without 
changes to the proposed text published in 
the September 10, 2021, edition of the Texas 
Register (46 TexReg 5730).  22 Texas Adminis-
trative Code Chapter 215 relates to profession-
al nursing education programs, not vocational 
nursing education programs. The adopted 
amendments were necessary to correct a ty-
pographical error in §215.2 from vocational to 
professional.  Adopted amendments to §215.2 
were effective November 23, 2021.

The BON also adopted amendments to 
§217.24(e), relating to Telemedicine Medical 
Service Prescriptions, with changes to the pro-
posed text published in the August 13, 2021, 
issue of the Texas Register (46 TexReg 4971).  
On March 13, 2020, the Governor of the State 
of Texas certified COVID-19 as posing an im-
minent threat of disaster to the public health 
and safety and declared a state of disaster in 
all counties of Texas. On March 23, 2020, the 
Office of the Governor granted a waiver of 22 
Texas Administrative Code §217.24(e), which 
prohibits an advanced practice registered 
nurse (APRN) from treating chronic pain with 
scheduled drugs through the use of tele-
medicine medical services, unless otherwise 
permitted under federal and state law. The 
waiver, however, expired on June 6, 2020.  
The Board held a public meeting on June 8, 
2020, to consider the adoption of an emer-
gency rule to permit APRNs to treat chronic 
pain with scheduled drugs through the use of 
telemedicine medical services under certain 
conditions during the COVID-19 pandemic. 
At the conclusion of the meeting, the Board 
voted to adopt emergency amendments to 22 
Texas Administrative Code §217.24(e). Subse-
quently, the Board found that the continued 
effects of the COVID-19 pandemic necessitated 
the continuation of emergency amendments 
to §217.24(e) and re-adopted emergency 
amendments to the section several times, the 

last adoption taking effect on August 1, 2021. 
During its public meeting on July 30, 2021, 
the Board determined that permanent rule 
amendments to §217.24(e), consistent with 
those amendments adopted on an emer-
gency basis during the pandemic, should 
also be considered due to the continuation 
of the pandemic and recent increases in the 
number of new COVID cases throughout the 
state. Further, the Board determined it would 
routinely evaluate the continued need for a 
permanent rule as the pandemic progresses 
to ensure ongoing compliance with state and 
federal law and to determine when, and if, 
the necessity of the permanent rule ceases 
to exist.  Amendments to §217.24 were 
effective November 25, 2021.

In the November 26, 2021, edition of the 
Texas Register: 

The Board published its notice to review the 
following chapters pursuant to its adopted 
Rule Review Plan:  Chapter 225. RN Delega-
tion to Unlicensed Personnel and Tasks Not 
Requiring Delegation in Independent Living 
Environments for Clients with Stable and 
Predictable Conditions, §§225.1 - 225.15. In 
conducting its review, the Board will assess 
whether the reasons for originally adopting 
this chapter continues to exist. Each section 
of this chapter will be reviewed to determine 
whether it is obsolete, whether it reflects 
current legal and policy considerations and 
current procedures and practices of the 
Board, and whether it is in compliance with 
Chapter 2001 of the Government Code (Ad-
ministrative Procedure Act).

The BON also adopted its rule review of 22 
Texas Administrative Code §228.1 (relating to 
Standards of Practice). The adoption order

In 2013, the 83rd Regular Texas Legislative Session passed a law 
that specified continuing education requirements for all nurses.
